Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Buttman's European Vacation Part 3 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The slick entitled Buttman's European Vacation 3 features explicit depictions of sexual activity with 
a focus on the buttocks of the female participants. The overall impact of the video slick is that of 
an explicit focus on the buttocks of the females and a barrage of photographs explicitly depicting 
female and male nudity and sexual activity. The focus on the buttocks of the females is such that 
the publication degrades and dehumanises the women participants. The photograph that depicts 
the two women lined up side by side with their buttocks to the camera suggests that they have 
been positioned there for the benefit of the male depicted and for the benefit of the camera. This 
represents physical conduct that is degrading and demeaning. 

In view of the manner in which the female participants are depicted and the extent and degree to 
which the female participants are degraded and demeaned and the intended function of the slick 
as promotional material, the Classification Office finds that the availability of the video slick is likely 
to be injurious to the public good. Therefore in accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a) this video slick 
is not approved.
